HEROIC LIFE SAVERS. 


An E ntire Crew, With One E x ception, 
Lost In qu 
A tte m p te d R escue, 
Iu the series of “ Heroes of Peace” 
there is an article in The Centu ry on 
“ Heroes of the Life Sav ing Serv ice,” 
by Gnstav Kobbe. 
Mr. Kobbe say s: 
District Su p erintend ent Jerome G. 
Kiah, with head q u arters at Sand Beach. 
Mich., is one of the heroes of the life 
sav ing serv ice. He hold s the gold med al, 
the highest award the United States 
gov ernment can bestow for heroism in 
sav ing life. His name is associated with 
what was both one of the most d aring 
attemp ts at rescu e and one of the great­ 
est traged ies of the serv ice— a traged y 
which wip ed ou t an entire crew with 
the ex cep tion of this sole su rv iv or. 
Mr. Kiah was at the time k eep er of 
the Point au x Barq u es life sav ing sta­ 
tion on Lak e Hu ron. 
A v essel stru ck 
too far ou t to be reached with the shot 
and line. The p eril of attemp ting a res­ 
cu e with the su rfboat was only too ap ­ 
p arent, bu t Keep er Kiah nu n-bred his 
men and mad e the lau nch. 
For awhile 
their strength and sk ill enabled them 
to su rmou nt or p u sh throu gh the tu ­ 
mu ltu ou s seas, bu t. once in the op en 
lak e bey ond the shoals, where the storm 
was free to riot at will, the real d anger 
began. 
It was a test bey ond hu man 
p owers. 
The k eep er remembers that 
twice the boat cap sized and was righted . 
After that he lias a v agu e recollection 
of the boat cap sizing and righting her­ 
self sev eral times, and of the crew 
clinging to it u ntil, one by one, the 
su rfmeu , p erishing of cold , let go their 
hold and v anished beneath the wav es. 
He has a d im r* mem I ranee of the boat, 
with himself clinging to it, grating 
ov er the shoal, and then being flu ng u p 
on shore. 
He was fou nd by two men, stand ing, 
w ith one. hand on the root of a fallen 
tree, stead y ing himself with a lath in 
the other and sway ing as if walk ing, 
bu t not stirring his feet-—a d azed , tot­ 
tering wreck of his former sell, m u r­ 
mu ring in an incoherent way : 
“ Poor boy sl Poor boy s! They are ell 
gone— all gone!” Temp orarily shatter­ 
ed in mind and bod y , he was obliged to 
resign from the serv ice 
He was long in 
recov ering, bu t finally it was p ossible 
p ractically to reward his brav ery with 
the ap p ointment to Id s p resent p osition. 


T H E A M E R IC A N S T A TU R E . 


The Lo»8 of an Inch In H eight Might 
firing Serious Consequences. 
In a p ap er read by Major Henry S. 
Kilbou rne, su rgeon United States army , 
before the Association of Military .su r­ 
geons oi the United States, lie ad v ocated 
the theory that the p hy sical p ower of a 
race or p eop le—and conseq u ently their 
cap acity lor work — is measu red by their 
av erage statu re. 
For ev ery inch of 
height between liv e and six feet the ex ­ 
treme breathing cap acity is increased 
eight cu bic inches, the v ital cap acity 
being at its max imu m at 8 5 y ears. 
A 
table of measu rements of 190,(121 nativ e 
white Americans, accep ted for the m ili­ 
tary serv ice of the United States, shows 
that the nu mber of men below 08 inch» s 
in h< ight is bu t little» greater than that 
of the class abov e 10 inches. 
The most 
nu merou s class is inclu d ed between 07 
and 09 inches, and this stand ard class 
wou ld hav e a greater chest girth than 
the av erage. 
The mean height of 125 
United States nav al cad ets abov e the 
age of 28 y ears was 07 .8 0 inches. 
As 
these men are d rawn from all p arts and 
classes of the United States they rep re­ 
sent v ery nearly the ty p ical p hy sical 
d ev elop ment of the American p eop le of 
26 y ears of age. 
Major Kilbou rne conclu d es that the 
commingling strains of Celtic, Danish, 
Norwegian and German blood among 
ou r p eop le hav e thu s far work ed no d e­ 
terioration of p hy sical q u ality . “ Not so 
with the 
swarthy , low browed and 
stu nted p eop le now swarming to ou r 
shores. 
Absorbed into the bod y of the 
p eop le, these mu ltitu d es mu st irretriev ­ 
ably ev olv e an inferiority of ty p e. 
To 
realize tbo resu lt of su ch a contingency 
let it be consid ered that the loss of an 
inch in statu re m ight bring iu its train 
the loss of national ascend ency . 
Let u s 
tak e care, then, that the state shall 
su tler no inju ry .” — Boston Transcrip t.

A pit was d ug iu the 
n atural slope of a hill, an d iu this pit 
a wood en mod el of a largo gun was 
moun ted upon a d isappearin g carriage. 
It was arran ged to appear for half a 
min ute at in terv als of three min utes, 
emit a puff of smoke an d d isappear. 
The Hercules at 800 yard s fired in ten 
min utes 6,010 roun d s from the machin e 
gun s an d 29 roun d s from its six poun d ­ 
ers. The gun stuck at the sev en th m in ­ 
ute an d could n ot be hauled d own . 
In 
spite of this it was struck on ly 10 times 
aud had it been stool the effect would 
hav e^been simply to scratch the pain t. 
Besid es this, twen ty-eight 10-in ch shells 
were fired at it from a d istan ce of 2,500 
yard s, aud n o hits were mad e, the shell 
strikin g from 300 yard s short to 300 
yard s ov er an d from 120 yard s left to 
130 yard s right. 
This -was un d er cir­ 
cumstan ces un fav orable to the gun , 
s iui^ it d id n ot return the fire. A fix ed 
gun subjected to a sim ilar test was 
struck ov er 200 times.— Collier’s Week­
